CONGRESS AND EXECUTIVE. 
THE REGULAR APPROPRIATIONS. 
Special Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 26.—The Cabinet 
meeting was mainly occupied in the considera- 
tion of the estimates ior the vext fiscal year, to 
be submitted at the December session. Secre 
tary Sherman reported that they were consider- 
ably greater than the probable receipis of the 
Government for the next fiscal year would war- 
rant, and recommended that the diilerent de- 
partments be permitted to reduce them before 
they were printed. This recommendation was 
approved, and the President expressed himself 
in favor of conducting the Government ou the 
basis of the strictest economy. 

THE ENGLISH MISSION.

With reference to 
THE CIVIL-SERVICE ORDER,

President. A great number of letters have 
been sent by Cabinet oflicers and others in re- 
sponse to inquiries upon this question. Among 
others was one recently sent by Judge Devens 
toa gentleman in Boston. This letter was 
brought out by the statement that the 
officenolders of Massachusetts were taking no 
part in the campaign, and stated that they 
should retuse to vote. The Attorney-General 
expressed tue hope that if any officeholders in 
Massachusetts reirained from voting they would 
not do so great an injustice to the President as 
to attribute their apathy or failure to the Civil- 
Service order. This official of the White House

TNE DISTINCTION 
between the manipulation of the politics of a 
city by officeholders, to the exclusion of other 
business, to the ordinary political activity of a 
citizen, is so obvious that the President thinks 
there can be no mistake about it. The purpose 
of the order was to keep the Federal otlice- 
holders trom controlling politics, «specially 
large cities. When that is accomplished, 
function of the orderis ended. At the W bite 
House it is understood that officeholders vot 
only can vote, but that. they can make speeches, 
write editorials, and engage as actively in 
politics as anybody, and that there would be uo 
objection even to speaking in convention.

convention, it was stated that it was not con- 
sidered a matter of good taste for an officeholder

The hand-writing of this communication is 
awful and indescribable. It was not loag ago 
that Father Thomas Leydon, pastor of St. Ann’s 
Roman Catholic Church down on Wentworth 
avenue, took occasion to speak to his congrega- 
tion of the frightful incapacity of the persons 
who had charge of the Cook County marriage 
licenses. He held up before his flock a couple 
of them which were so badly written that he 
nad been unable to decipher them, and he had 
gone to the Clerk’s office for the purpose of 
finding out the real names. In many cases 
names on the licenses are misspelled, and in 
many more are utterly unrecognizable, even by 
the parties for whom they are intended. The

SITTING BULL. 


Report of the United States Commissioners. 

Caur OF THE MILK River, M. I., Oct. 20, 
1877.— To the Honorable Secretary of War and 
the Honorable Secretary of the Interior, Washing- 
ton; The Commission met Sitting Rull and his 
Chiefs at Fort Waish on the 17th inst. The h 
structions were carried out literally. sitting 
Bull and his Chiefs declined the proposals. The 
address of the Commission and the answers of 
the Chiefs have been telegraphed to the New 
York Herald, and it is deemed unnecessary to 
repeat them in this telegram. After the con- 
ference was over, the Canadian authorities hada 
conference with the same individuals. 

In reply to a request of tLe Commission to 


know what transpired in the Conference, Col. 
McLeod, Commissioner of the Northwest Ter- 
ritory, addressed to us the following letter: 

GENTLEYEN: In answer to your note I beg leave 
to inform you that, after the interview of the Com- 
missioners with the Indians, | hada talk with the 
latter. Lendeavored to impress upon them the 
importance of the answer they had just made; 
that, although some of the speakers to the Com- 
missioners had claimed to be British Indians, we 
denied the claim, and that the Queen's Govern- 
ment looked upon them as American Indians who 
had taken refuge in ouf country from their ene- 
mies. I pointed out to them that their only hope 
was the buffalo; that it would not be many years 
before that source of supply would cease, and that 
they could expect nothing whatever from the 

ueen's Government except ction so long as 
they behaved themselves. warned them 
their decision not only affected themselves but 
their children, and that they should think well 
over it before it was too late. I told them they 
must not cross the line with a hostile intent: that 
if they did they would not only have the Americans 
for their enemies, but also the police and the 
British Government, and urged upon them to carry 
my words to their camps, to tell all their young 
men what I had said and warn them of the conse- 
quences of disobedience, pointing out to them that 
a few indiscreet young warriors might involve them 
all in most serious trouble. 

They unanimously adhered to the answer they 
had given the Commissioners, and promised to ob- 
serve all what 1 had told them. Ido not think 
there need be the least anxiety about any of these 
Indians crossing the line; at any rate, not for 
some time to come, haste, most respectfully

Manon 1s one of the picturesque things in 
history.

It is inevitable that such man- 
agement must enormously increase the ex- 
penses of running the office, and such ap- 
pears to be the fact. We are informed that, 
some time after Lin was elected, he made a 
proposition to the County Board to run the 
entire business of the office for $45,000 a 
year, and privately told his friends that he 
could then make a profit of $10,000 a year for 
himself. This proposition was not accepted, 
because it would have deprived the County 
Ring from using the patronage of the office, 
and of course Jack Rountree advised that 
it-was unlawful. But, instead of keeping 
down the expenses of the office to $35,000 
(as Lres proposed to do if he could run it as 
a business of his own), he made it cost 
$65,000 the very next year, between $70,000 
and $80,000 the year following; and we 
understand the expenses of the current year 
will amount to more than one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Here is a waste, then, accord- 
ing to his own proposition, of $50,000 a year 
for private and political purposes. 

Lres is aliogether too expensive a luxury. 
It may be that he is the sort of man the 
Democrats want to boss them, to manipu- 
late their conventions, run their primaries, 
make up their committees, dictate their 
nominations, and care for their interests be- 
tween elections; but in that case they 
should employ him and pay him out of 
party funds. Fully one-half, and we hope 
more than one-half, of the voting popula- 
tion of Cook County are Republicans, and 
they protest against being assessed their 
share of an annual waste of $50,000 to 
maintain Lies in his supremacy and for the 
comfort of the County Ring.

THE OUTLOOK OF THE WAR. 

The comparative quiet that has character. 
ized the operations of the respective armies 
in Europe and Asia during the past few 
weeks is broken at last, and stirring events 
are transpiring both in Bulgaria and Arme- 
nia. The cloud which has hung over the 
Russians so long seems to have lifted, par- 
tially at least, and, althongh the Turks are 
not yet defeated, it must be conceded that 
the former have gained an immense advan- 
tage,—an advantage so important that if it is 
promptly followed up it will lead to final 
success. Up to within a very recent period 
the Turks have had the advantage, and had 
succeeded in pushing the Russians well up 
to the line of the Danube. The tide, how- 
ever, has turned. The Czarowitch’s army, 
after being pushed back and kept from co- 
operating with the Grand Duke’s army, 
finally made a stand upon the Lom, and, se- 
curing a strongly intrenched position, acted 
strictly upon the defensive. Manner 
Arr made a desperate attack and was 
repulsed. Although not defeated, and 
still able to hold his position, he 
retreated further to the east, towards the 
Quadrilateral. The Ministry at Constanti- 
nople, incensed at his retreat, removed him 


and placed Suma Pasha in command, | 


upon his reputation as a desperate fighter 
which he had won at Shipka. Svuixzman 
Pasha, however, does not seem to have 
fared any better than Mrenemer Aux. He has 
been in command over three weeks and has 
not struck a blow. Ou the other hand, he 
came to the front, surveyed the Russian po- 
sition, and, finding it too strong to attack, 
has fallen back to Rasgrad, exposing himself 
and leaving Rustchuk open. Meanwhile the 
Czarowitch’s army is in motion, and, if they 
succeed in pressing him much further back, 
Gen. ZmoameRMAN’s army in the Dobrudscha 
may play a very important part in the cam- 
paign after its long idleness. At Shipka, 
the Turkish situation is still worse. The 
Turks have recklessly sacrificed thousands 
of their best soldiers in the vain attempt to 
scale the rocky ramparts of the Balkans and 
drive the Russians out of the Pass which 
Gen. Govurko so gallantly captured; but the 
Russians still hold it, and even if they lose 
man for man with the Turks they keep the 
Pass at a very cheap price. In those high 
altitudes, where suow is already falling, the 
campaign is virtually over, and it ends in 
Turkish discomfiture. The road from Bul- 
garia to Roumelia still remains in Russian 
possession, and the gallant achievement of 
that brilliant raider, Gen. Gourxko, is not 
lost. At Plevna there has been a radical 
change for the better, and one which may 
have a decisive influence upon the campaign. 
With astonishing recklessness and remarka- 
ble incapacity the Grand Duke Nicwonas had 
nearly sacrificed the campaign when Gen. 
TopLEBEN assumed command. He commit- 
ted his first error in allowing Osman Pasha 
to enter and hold Plevna with a small force 
and gradually concentrate his whole 
army at that point in a position of 
unusual strength. In June he threw his 
army against the Turkish redoubts and lost 
thousands of men. In September he repeat- 
ed the costly experiment, and was again re- 
pulsed with fearful slaughter, losing in both 
assaults nearly 30,000 men, and between the 


since the war commenced have cireum- 
stances conspired so favorable for such an 
alliance. 

The Turkish outlook in Asia is even darker 
than in Europe. By a sudden change in the 
tide of events which seems almost miracu- 
lous, the Russians, after being driven back 
well nigh to their frontier, and suffering 
fearfal loss, have turned upon MuxHTAR 
Pasha, captured one wing of his army, and 
shattered the other and driven it into Kars, 
where it is now besieged, while Ismarz Pasha, 
wita the remnant of the Turkish forces, is 
retreating with what haste he can, closely 
followed by Gen. Txercuxasorr. The Turk- 
ish position, therefore, both in Europe and 
Asia, is seen to be a dangerous if not a des- 
perate one. The Turks are not yet defeat- 
ed. They still fight with all their old bravery, 
and will continue to do so to the last ; but 
the advantage is with the Russians, and the 
toils are gathering round the butchers of 
Roumelia. The campaign may go over into 
another year; but if the Russians should win 
an important victory before winter sets in, or 
should break up or capture Osman Pasha’s 
forces, we may hear before this campaign is 
over of Turkish proposals for an armistice 
pending some scheme of mediation by the 
Great Powers. 

INDUSTRIAL POLITICIANS. 

When the Industrial Workingmen's party 
wa organized, Taz Trisunz warned the 
honest persons concerned in it that they 
would be sold out by the politicians. The 
prediction has been fulfilled to the letter. 
The bargain and sale have been so public 
that the Industrials themselves have been 
compelled to recognize the facts. It must 
be confessed that some of the members of 
the party are honest, if mistaken, men ; they 
went into it with the idea that it was a great 
moral institution, and that membership in it 
would in some mysterious way co ntribute to 
their happiness. Through their influence 
the first compact with the Democracy, in ac- 
cordance with which the Industrials were 
to have the Commissioners and the Clerk- 
ships and the Democrats everything 
else, was rejected. The Industrials then 
said they would not consent to a division of 
spoils with ‘*‘ Democratic bummers.” They 
would have nothing to do with professional 
or hack politicians, or with any existing 
party. They were going to make a clean 
sweep,” and intfoduce the Millennium, or a 
section of it, into Cook County politics. 
The Conventions have been held and the 
nominations made. 
have time for reflection. There is 
much food for reflection. They discover 
that they have given more to the Democrats 
without any previous compact than the 
Democrats dared to claim was an 
equitable division of tlie spoils. The 
Democratic Convention confirmed only 
the nominations of Lon, Lass, 
Hates, Puant, Cassenman, and Hocan out 
of the thirteen named by the Industrials. 
All the persons thus confirmed. are dyed-in- 
the-wool Democrats. As such they were 
awarded places on the Industrial ticket ; and 
the understanding was that, in return for the 
compliment tendered them, all the other can- 
didates on that ticket would be accepted by 
the Democrats. Worse than all else must be 
to the Indastrials the reflection that these 
men might not have been nominated by the 
Democrats if they had not previously been 
proinised the support of an influential body 
of voters. The Industrials have not only 
failed to nominate their own men, but they 
have nominated on both tickets some of the 
worst men in the Democratic party. 

This is the upshot of the great moral 
movement: The Industrials have placed at 
the head of their ticket as representatives of 
their principles Lynou and Lizp,—the one a 
distiller of no particular distinction, and the 
other a political bummer. In return for this 
self-betrayal they have received from the 
Democrats absolutely nothing. It is not 
surprising that the mass of the party—if so 
small a body can be said to possess mass 
—is not pleased with the result. The meet- 
ing of the Central Committee Thursday 
night gave an opportunity, which was im- 
proved by a number of speakers, for the 
expression of the general disgust. They 
testified to their good sense by de- 
nouncing the sale as corrupt, and 
declaring that under no circumstances 
could it be ratified by them r the people 
they represented. It would be indeed a 
sublime spectacle to see the hard-fisted voters 
of Chicago going to the polls in a body to 
support that eminent champion of reform 
and high wages, Gen. LIE, or helping into 
the office of County Treasurer, as the best 
friend of the poor workingmen, Mr. Tuomas 
Lrxon, who has shown fidelity and zeal only 
in the manufacture of whisky. The bargain 
has not been ratified, and will not be. The 
Indpstrials owe it to themselves to reject the 
whole ticket. 

A sufficient indication of the spirit that 
governed the Industrial Convention is afford- 
ed by the fact that not one Republican was 
placed on the ticket. So significant a cir- 
cumstance as this did not, of course, escape 
the attention of the speakers at Thursday’s 
meeting.

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THE CLAIM BUSINESS. 

One of the freatest dangers which has 
threatened the honest administration of the 
Government has been the corrupting pre- 
sentation of claims, and their allowance and 
payment, not only by Congress, but by the 
several departments of the Government. 
After the Mexican War there was a small del- 
uge of claims, of which many were fraudu- 
lent. The Whig Administration of Mr. FIIA- 
MORE was nearly wrecked by the allowance 
of two of these claims,—one known as the 
‘*Gaupuin” case and the other the Gaxp- 
Nun claim. A resolution was passed by 
Congress authorizing the Secretary of War 
to settle the claim of the heirs of Gaupuin 
upon principles of ‘‘justice and equity.” 
The Secretary construed this in the most lib- 
eral way, and not only allowed the claim but 
allowed interest thereon,—something unheard 
of in that day. For years that payment was 
regarded as a national reproach. About the 
same time a man named GARDNER 
worked through the Department a 
claim for property jost in Mexico, amounting 
to $300,000, which claim soon after was dis- 
covered to be fraudulent. Iwo such cases 
happening within a short time of each other 
was considered a most alarming circumstance. 
We have progressed much during the inter- 
vening thirty years. Nothing indicating 
official dishonesty startles the public now ; 
on the contrary, such things seem to be ex- 
pected as part of the reguiar administration 
of affairs. It has been but a few years since 
the celebrated CRO NNO claim for half a 
million dollars, though a notorious fraud, was 
actually so far pushed through the depart- 
ments that the warrant for the payment 
was signed, when a member of Congress 
being privately informed reported the fact to 
the House, and payment was forbidden by 
law. The scandalous allowances made 
by various departments for claims 
arising under the military and naval 
service, and for other claims of various 
kinds, all of them fraudulent, have become 
familiar to the Gountry. These claims have 
all been of a character not prohibited by 
law; but there are other claims of many 
kinds which the law excludes, and these per- 
haps aggregate several millions of dollars. 
Ever since the War there have been efforts 
made to remove these legal obstructions, and 
to open the doors of the Treasury to every- 
body. A Board of Commissioners has been 
in session over two years héaring and inves- 
tigating a mass of Southern claims, thou- 

‘sands of which have been rejected as fraudu- 
lent as well as illegal. 

Under these circumstances it will be a 
surprise to the country to learn that Senator 
Curistiancy, of Michigan, has offered a bill 
which enlarges the jurisdiction of the Court 
of Claims, and places it within the power 
of that Court to order the payment from the 
Treasury of perhaps $5,000,000,000 without 
appeal or investigation. Here are some of 
the provisions of the bill. The Court is to 
have jurisdiction to consider— 

All money claims er demands, of any class or 
description, cognizable by the head of any Execu- 
trve Department or Bureau, or any Auditor, Comp- 
troller, Commissioner, or other officer, or by the 
Southern Claims Commission, which accrued since 
the 15th day of April, 1861, excepting claims grow- 
ing out of the iaternal-revenue, customs, and pen- 
sion laws, for which special remedics are or may be 
provided by law: /rovided, That no claims pre- 
sented under this provision shall be barred by 
lapse of time if presented within two years 
after the passage of this act: And provided fur- 
ther, Thatif any claim which has been presented 
to the Southern Claims Commission shail be pre- 
sented to the Court of Claims under this act, the 
evidence taken in such case while pending before 
the said Commission shall, upon the order of the 
Court of Claims, be transmitted to said Court, and, 
if material and relevant, shail be admitted on the 
triai of said cause. 

This scheme goes further and provides— 

That the prohibition of non-intercourse laws 
shall not be held to defeat the title to the property 
of any claimant which was acquired in good faith 
under a permit from the President of tne United 
States, the commanding officer of a military de- 
partment or district, or where such property was 
purchased with money, credit, or the proceeds of 
property which was within the insurrectionary ter- 
ritory before intercourse therewith became unlaw- 
ful. And any claim which has been rejected be- 
cause of such defect of title shall be rebeard by the 
Court, on the petition of the claimant, if presented 
within one@ear after the passage of this act, and 
shall be decided as if no judgment had been ren- 
dered thercon. 

Sec. 9 of the bill provides 

That every judgment of the Court of Claims from 
which no appeal lies by law sha}! be payable imme- 
diately. 

The country has not yet got through with 
the claims for compensation due to those 
who served on the Union side during the 
War, nor has it made much progress in the 
claims of those who insist that, while they 
were living at the South during the War, 
they were loyal, and they acted in re- 
bellion because coerced; and now, before 
these are disposed of, Mr. Cugistiancy pro- 
poses to authorize the Court of Claims to 
treat the late War as an invasion of the 
South by a national enemy, against whom 
the whole people were a unit, and hereafter 
all citizens sustaining losses from the War 
are to be treated alike, and, upon proof of 
loss, are to be paid. Such trifling circum- 
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in like claims? 


The laws of the United States make ample 
Provision for the collection of any lawful 
debt due by the Government. A claim 
is not a lawful debt; it is an appeal to the 
Government to set aside the law, to overrule 


established principles, and, acting paternally, 


grant a special favor to the claimant. That 
is a claim. Mr. Cugistiancy’s bill, unless it 


be grossly misrepresented, proposes to 
delegate this benevolent 
power of charity to the 
struggling under the heavy burdens of ex- 
traordinary taxation, to open the doors te 
claimants for several thousand millions of 


dollars, payable on demand when so ordered 
by a majority of an irresponsible and infe- 


rior Court. This bill, if it be as represented, 


is actually worse than the combination of 


subsidy schemes. It is not only to open the 
doors, but to take the doors off, and leave 
free access to the Treasury to all men who 
can swear up a claim against the United 
States. 


There is one result of the injunction so 
hastily granted by Judge Moors in the case 
of the West Side Park Commissioners which 
we omitted to mention in commenting upon 
the subject, but which is of the gravest im- 
portance. The Judge required a bond from 
Messrs. Lipz, Horb, ML, and Muvs 
of only $2,000; but the original bond given 
by these gentlemen in assuming the trust 
has been released as to the consequences of 
any act subsequent to the Governor’s order 
removing them and the qualification of their 
successors. By restraining their successors 
from entering on the duties of the office 
Judge Moon has virtually continued the 
official life of the old Commissioners without 
providing an adequate bond for the security 
of the public interests under their 
control. If there should be any diversion 
of the park funds by any one of these per- 
sons under the present conditions, the pub- 
lic would have only the ridiculously insig- 
nificant bond of $2,000 to fall back upon for 
indemnification, if indeed the new bond 
could be held to cover a deficiency in the 
trust. Perhaps this is a matter which did 
not occur to Judge Moorg, or he would have 
hesitated to grant an injunction before the 
other side of the case was presented to him. 
At all events, he should review his decision 
to the extent of requiring a sufficient bond 
from the old Commissioners to protect the 
interests of the people; otherwise, any 
abuse of the trust will place a heavy moral 
responsibility upon his shoulders.

though these engagements were evidently of | 


minor importance. The Russian official dis- 
patch states that Gourko has gained an 
important advantage over the Turks 
southwest of Plevna, that he has taken pos- 
session of a strong Turkish position near 
Telischi, that he has subsequently placed 
himself on the Sofia road, and that 
ACHMED PASHA, 

many Turkish officers, and 3,000 troops, in- 
cludinga regiment of cavalry, have been 
taken prisoners. This may be accepted as 
correct, as the Russign dispatches are al- 
ways reliable. The position now occu- 
pied by Gourko is most important, 
and must greatly interfere, if not wholly 
stop, the conveyance of supplies to Plevna. 
The bombardment of that fortress is now 
stopped, not having been followed by an 
attack, as expected. Desultory fighting is 
going on along the River Lom.

thanks to the concessions of a Government 
blind enough to abandon to them the best part 
of its strength, rise to the secondary schools 
and then to the upper schools.

HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


A Traveling Man Relieved of $1,700 Cash. 

No sooner do the police ferret out and arrest 
organized bands of highwaymen than other 
bands taketheir places, and begin predatory 
night excursions. The Romain gang have 
been but a week or two in _ jail, 
and now the police are  verplexed 
with the antics of another and even 
more successful gang. The only job reported 
thus far foots up in amount more than the 
combined amount of all the highway robberies 
for a year past, and is beyond doubt the fat 
test trick of the year in every respect. Thurs- 
day evening was the time, and Centre ave- 
nue, between Adams and Monroe streets, the 
location, and the amount is somewhat more 
than $1,700. The name of the victim and his 
identity are suppressed for the present for 
prudential reasons. Suffice it to say that he 
is a wealthy traveling man, and “is 
not altogether a stranger in the city. In 
fact, ne comes bere frequently, being attracted 
by a lovable sister, who is marr®ed, and who 
lives in the immediate vicinity of the place of 
the robbery. He had been spending several 
days at the house of the sister, and runhing 
across an old acquaintance had several drinks 
at a neighboring saloon. and they did not quit 
each other’s comrany until the traveling 
man was pretty far gone with booze.“ 
After separating, the traveling-man wended 
his way from saloon to saloon, and in so doing 
probably exposed his roll of wealth. Certain 
it is, he was followed and headed off by three 
highwaymen. Walking south on Centre ave- 
nud, at about 11:30 Thursday night, 
he met three men going north. 
It was the work of a single moment 
for one to throw his arms around his neck and 
pinion him fast, while the second presented a 
revoiver, and the third went through his pockets 
and relieved him of a $1,000 United States 
bond and some $700 in cash. Dealing him sev- 
eral blows in order to stun him, they made their 


escape. 
As to who the highwaymen are there is con- 
siderable discussion. There is one of the Ro- 
main gang still at large, and it may be that he 
has had the boldness to form the nucleus of the 
new . But prior to the robberies 
done by main there were several tricks 
taken by two experts, the most important 
of which was the robbery of David Bingle on 
Franklin street, but suddenly this gang disap- 
peared. They probably left town for a few days. 
and, finding no danger close at hand, have made 
bold to return. The descriptions are by no 
means accurate, but they are suflicently close 
to connect the different robberics.

SOUTHERN PENITENTIARY.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 26.—The Commission- 
ers of the Southern Penitentiary to-day award- 
ed the contract for the construction of ube prison 
at Chester to Boltis & Nelson, of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., at their bid, and to the Joliet Penitentiarv 
for cut stone for the 200 cells for $14,000. This 
appears to have beena sort of compromise 
award, both the Joliet Penitentiary and Boltis 
& Nelson claiming to be the lowest bidders for 
the entire construction, hence a division of the 
work satisfactory to both. Deducting the $14,- 
000 for cell stone, the award to the Fort Wayne 
firm to construct the buliding is at the price of 
$85,000 The contracts are already being drawn 
up, and the Commissioners says the work 
will be at once entered upon. It is somewhat 
of a commentary on the location that Chester, 
alleged to have such excellent stone, goes away 
to Joliet for cell stone for its prison. The 
contractor agrees to employ prison labor at 65 
cents a day on the building, and to immediately 
put up a two-storv brick, 40x200 feet, afterwards 
to be used as a work-shop, in which to accom- 
modate 200 convict laborers, by Christmas time. 
Only the Warden’s house and one wing of cells 
are expected to be built now out of the present 
appropriation of $200,000.

you investigated these matters 
carefully, and in a number of instance: you have been 
heard very thoroughly. I was desirous, before dis- 
c you, of examining that report. and ascer- 
tai whether you had covered in that investiga- 
tion all the grounds of complaint which I had given 
ou in charge to examine. I am satisfied that you 
have done so, and am content with the reports you 
have filed and with the attention vou have given 
to the business. It is for the interests of the 
Court ana of the general public that any complaint 
should be fully and thoroughly investigated, in 
order that we may know whether abuses have crept 
into any department of the Government. If ‘you 
have no other business you will be discharged. 
Mr. G. C. Sampson, the foreman— While I concur 
in the most of the report, I do notthink that it 
comes up to the occasion, and wouid beg leave to 
file another report, so as to put it in form.

Organi Chemistry has of late years received 
increasing attention from scientific men in 
Europe, but in our o country its study has thus 
far not been brought into‘tbe prominence which 
it deseryes. The department of Inorganic 
Chemistry has still held students and scholars, 
to the neglect of that branch of the science which 
concerns itself with the substances obtained 
from plants and animals. In consequence of this 
neglect, our colleges and schools have not been 
aaequately provided with text-books calling for 
extended work with the elemental substances 
in organic bodies. To supply the want in this 
direction. Prof. Wheeler has prepared the above 
manual,—carefully keeping its size and scope 
within limits that warant its title of “Outlines 
of Modern Chemistry.“ : 

The work is concise in its method and form of 
expression, and still makes no sacrifice of per- 
spicuity in thought and arrangement. Its les- 
sons are intended to cover about one-third of 
the time devoted by the studen' to the entire 
course of ys mye and it assumes that those 
who take it up will be already conversant with 
the general niples of modern Caemical 
Philosophy. The author has based the Outlincs 
in part upon the organic portion of Riche’s 
Manuel de Chimie“; and acknowledges, in 
addition, a tree use of the works of the leadin 
chemists of the day.

The American publishers have issued a beau- 
tiful edition of Mr. Cox's legendary stories of 
ancient Greece. Its exterior fits it to ornament 
the drawing-room tabie, while its contents are 
adapted to the entertainment of the most cul- 
tivated intelligence. 

The book combines a collection of tales that 
have hitherto appeared in three separate works: 
Tales from Greek Mythology,” The Gods and 
Heroes,” and “Tales of Thebes and Argos.” 
Those first named were originally written for 
young children, but, to suit the purpose 
of the present work, have undergone some 
changes, bri them to the level of the rest. 
In place of the longer introductions accompany- 
ing the other two books, a new essay has been 
written by the author, giving the orivinal ele- 
ments and the earliest form of each story incor- 
porated in the collection. 

The myths themselves are related in an at- 
tractive style,—tbhe version corresponding in 
every instance with that which Mr. Cox has 
judged, atter much investigation, to be nearest 
the conception of the Greek mythographers. 
Copious notes point out the different —— in 
the forms of tue legends, and explain the ideas 
meant to be expressed in each.

He says: Asan 
independent nation, our honor requires us to 
hdve a system of our own in as well as 
Government. Great Britain, whose children we 
are, and whose language we speak, should no 
longer be owr standard; for the taste of her 
writers is on the decline. But, if it were not so, 
she is at too great a distance to be our model, 
and to instruct us in the principles of our 

. „ p. 20.) 
Again: whatever 
predilection the Americans may have for their 
native European tongues, and particularly the 
British descendants for the English, yet several 
circumstances render a future separation of the 
American tongue irom the English necessary 
and unavoidabie.” (P. 22.) Again: “Asa 
natiou we nave a very great interest in oppos- 
ing the introduction of any uniformity witb the 
British language, even were the plan proposed 
perfectly unexceptionable.” (“ Dissert.,”’ III., 
p. 177.) And finally: ** Customs, habits, and lan- 
guage, as well as government, should be nation- 
al. America should have her own distinct 
from all the world. Such is the policy of other 
nations, and such must be our policy before the 
States can be either independent or respectable.”’ 
(F. 179.) The italic emphasis is Webster's. 

The radical error in all this is the assumption 
that a language is the result of adeliberate in- 
tention; that distinctive customs, habits, and 
language are the iruit of a policy, and 
that they may be formed and imposed upon a 
people in pursuance of a policy. But customs 
and habits are the ſruit of an insensible growth, 
and language is merely a custom and a habit 
more ineradicable than any other. Webster’s 
prediction of a future severance between the 
language of Great Britain and America is, as we 
all know, not only unfulfilled, but most improb- 
able, and almost impossible of fulfillment. In- 
deed, the fact is, that the language of the two 
countries is now more nearly identical than it 
was when he declared the necessity of a sever- 
ance between them, and prophes its accom- 
plishment. 

The difference which existed between the lan- 
guage of old England and that of New Eu- 
giand, when Webster wrote his Disserta- 
tions,“ was very slight, but it was of a peculiar 
aud insignificant kind. For it consisted in the 
fact that the language of New England was, so 
to speak, more English than that of old Eu- 
giand itself. The people who founded the New 
England Colonies not only came from England, 
but they were, in the mass, of the purest En- 
glish blood and speech. Of the middle class, 
and coming generally from the rural districts, 
they were Anglo-Saxons pure and simple. They 
spoke the plain, strong, yet poetical English of 
Elizabethan or post-Klizabethan period, unmod- 
ified by avy of those foreign influences which 
had their effect upon the sveech of the higher 
classes, particularly those who followed the 
fashion of the Court. They were chiefly yeo- 
men, and the younger sons of the smaller gen- 
try, witha light sprinkling of men of higher 
station. But they were not a rude or unin- 
structed people. They came to New England 
because they were readers and thinkers, and 
had formed opinions of their own in religion 
and in politics. These people, being isolated for 
several generations, kept their language almost 
intact as they brought it from their old 
home. Nor were they subject to the 
influences which result from the intrusion of 
foreigners. This was particularly true of the 
interior parts of the country,—those beyond the 
reach of commerce. Connecticut, for example, 
was probably, at the beginning oi this century, 
the most purely Englisi Commonwealth in the 
world. It was filied with an ultural popu- 
lation of almost unmixed English blood, intelli- 
gent, thrifty, staid, attached to the soil,— 
among whom a moderate degree of education 
was upiversaily diffused.

Cuicaeo, Oct. 24.—I am in possession of a valu- 
ble recipe for washing blankets which my friends 
continually urge me to publish. I have sent it to 
Tue Trisuns Home department once. It did not 
return to me, but, like the lost Pleiad, it is 
no more seen, —I am in doubt whether to say for- 
ever.

fora recipe which will insure the publication of 
articles. 

I do not aspire to shine in the Saturday's sup- 
plement as a wit, or mount any literary 
eminence crowned as Sage, but when 
J vouchsafe information which will lighten the 
labor of many a weary, overworked housekeeper

The process for washing blankets which I recom- 
mend, and have thoroughly tested, is so simple 
and easy that the formidable task, which is the 
dread of every housewife, is not nearly as labo- 
rious as to wash and iron a few muslins. 

For one pair of blankets, dissolve one-half bar of 
soap; when thoroughly melted, add one table- 
spoonful of borax and twoof ammonia. Add the 
mixture to a euilicient quantity of water (already 
softened with one tablespoonful of borax) to cover 
two blankets. Let the blankets remain in the suds 
one hour, without rubbing. Rinse thoroughly and 
hang up, without wringing. The absence of rub- 
bing and wringing prevents the hardness and 
shrinking of the old process, Cousin Bras.

TOMATO PICKLES.

teacup of unground mustard, mix well with toma- 
toes and put in jars. Take five pounds brown 
sugar and mix with vinegar enough to cover; scald 
the sugar and vinegar, and pour over while hot.

RAILROAD EXTORTIONS. 


Folly of High Tariff on Grain Freight. 
New York dune, Oct. 24. 

The railroad managers are killing the hen 
that laid the golden egg. Their one chance of 
temporary recovery from the extreme distrust 
which their mismanagement and concealment 
of facts had caused, and which, in turn, had 
brought tbem to the very verge of bankruptcy, 
wasin the increased earnings promised bya 
large crop of grain. But, with rare fatuity, they 
are shutting and barring against themselves 
that last door of escape, by successive advances 
of rates far beyond the figures which, they have 
claimed, yield them a handsome profit, 
and at which grain is now moved in 
great quantities by lake and canal. The 
consequences are well worth the attention 


of stockholders. Since the ist of August, the 
shipments of grain from the eight chief West- 
ern markets have been barely 1.000, 000 bushels 
per week by rail—10,312,231 bushels in ten 
weeks. Moreover, althougb etiormous quanti- 
ties of grain are now pressing forward, the rail- 
roads are obtaining more than they did in Au- 
gust, and absolutely less than they moved in 
May, before the price of stocks had fallen to 
the lowest point. During the two weeks end- 
ing May 12, the shipments by rail were 2,550,000 
bushels, and by lake 4,490,000 bushels. But 
during the two weeks ending Oct. 18,—the latest 
officially reported,—the shipments from the 
same points were only 1,955,314 bushels by rail 
and 9.568.001 bushele by water. No wonder 
that men begin to see that the large crop wiil 
not drag out of bankruptcy roads which are so 
managed as to transport. in the height of the 
movement, less than they secured in May, from 
the fag end of a small crop. The managers 
talk continually of the lark of cars.“ Yet 
the very same roads moved, from the very same 
Western markets, an average of more than 
2.000.000 bushels per week (over 19,000,000 
bushels) for nine weeks in succession last year. 
Having trained themselves long to the conceal- 
ment of truth, the managers apparentiy are 
practicing upon the credulity of the public with 
stories that are palpably not true. 

The ove thing certain is that the railroads 
have contrived to move less grain this year 
from a very large crop than they moved last 
— from a very small crop. Last year, 
uring the eleven weeks ending Oct. 14, the 
moved from Western ports 17,893,- 
819 bushels; tnis year, durine the eleven weeks 
ending Oct. 13, they have moved only 10,- 
653,147 busbels. All the enormous increase, 
and over 7,000,000 bushels more, the railways 
lost, and yet they labored to make people bu 
stocks in the faith that a great crop would pu 
them out of trouble. To the credit of the 
public, it resolutely declined to be gulled 
Meanwhile, the enormous moveme from 
other countries as well as from the United 
States, begius to have its effect. In Great Brit- 
ain, to latest mail dates, the surplus of deliver- 
ies of wheat over consumption had amounted 
to 6,726,000 bushels, against 5,178,000 bushels to 
the same time last year; the supply was accumu- 
lating at the rate of 1,500,000 bushels per week 
in excess of demand, and there was a sieady de- 
cline in The shipments from British In- 
dia this year have been, to latest datos, over 
5,000,000 bushels larger than those of last 
year, the shipments from Egypt 
were also much larger. Australia. at 
latest advices, promised a surplus 
available for exportation of 8,000,000 to 10.000, 
000 bushels. e shipments of wheat from this 
country, during eight weeks ending Oct. 17, 
were 8,551,421 bushels larger than during the 
corresponding weeks last year, but by no means 
as large as they might have. been: The lake 
fleet and canal boats were crowded. but the rail- 
roads moved only about 8,000,000 busbels, when 
they had on hand abundant rolling stock to 
move 16,000,000 bushels in that time, as tuey 
did in less than eight weeks year. 
The markets of Europe are being rapid- 
ly filled. The demand may be expected 
to subside when navigation closes, both be- 
cause the supply accumulated will then de 
large, and because the Western farmer will not 
be in haste to sell at low prices, paying to the 
railroads more than twice the rates they c 

last vear. The higher the railroads force the 
rates, the less grain they will get to carry. 

As for New York, its commerce already suf- 
fers trom Mr. Vanderbilt’s surrender of its in- 
terests, precisely as we predicted that it would. 
The receipts during the last three weeks, sinve 
the combination lifted rates, show 
the effect clearly. Baltimore received during 
the three weeks ending Oct. 20. 1. 
800.000 bushels: of grain. against 1. 
177,000 busbels during the corresponding 
werks last vear, a gain of 60 per cent. Phila- 
delphia received 3,060,000 bushels. against only

PUNCH. 
Cincinnati Commercial, Oct. 25. 

To-day isthe one hundred and eightv-third 
anniversay of the introduction to civilization of 
that world-renowed - beverage, punch. Un- 
„willing that the birthday of anvthing so aged 
and famed should slip by unnoticed, and more 
to illustrate the complete revolution in social 
customs and manners a hundred years or so 
has effected, rather than to draw a moral, we 
present the odd history of Punch's early days. 

Admiral Edward Russell was then command- 
ing the British squadron in the Mediterranean, 
and, having heard the miraculous virtues of 
punch extplled by his sailors, who bad brought 
the secret of its compounding from the East 
indies, he devised an original and monster 
method of presenting it to public favor. He 
selected the Valencian town of Alicante, and 
the most beautiful garden in the town, 
tor his experiment. In the centre of the gar- 
den, where tour walks met, was a marble foun- 
tain basin, shaded by pomegranate and orange 
boughs, which be converted into a titanic 
punch-bowl. Four hogsheads of brandy, one 
pipe of Malaga wine, 20,000 gallons of lime- 
jue, 2,500 lemons, thirteen huudredweirht of 

ne white sugar, five pounds’ weight of grated 
nutmegs. 300 toasted biscuit, and eight hogs- 
heads of wa er constituted the ingredients. To 
keep out the rain and prevent evaporation, an 
elegant canopy was overspread, and a boat 
built expressty for the puspose, and manned by 
a ship boy, was rowed around the fountain to 
assist the 6,000 people who drank in filling their 
cups. Thus introduced, Puoch’s popularity 
became instantapeous, and its troms and 
devotees numberless. We are disposed to 
regard its introduction with no slicht 
degree of reverence, Bince its god- 
father, so to speak, was an English clergyman, 
the Rev. Henry Teonge, Chaplain of her Majes- 
ty’s ship Assistance. He made Punch’s ac- 
quaintance, and, if his diary is any evidence, 
they continued firm friends through life. In 
that year he first tasted of part of three bowls, 
and he naively remarks that he had some difli- 
culty in foding his pillow on retiring. 

Punch at once stepped iuto politics and be- 
came the boon companion of the Whigs, al- 
though the Tories regarded it as a foreign inter- 
loper, coming in about the same time as an 
aben usurper. King William’s statesmen and 
foilowers, both Dutch and English, swore by it. 
and even its virtues found favor with the 
clergy, some of whom were loud in its praises 
and faithiul in ther devotions to it. They 
styled it an orthodox drink. They used punch- 
bowls as baptismal fonts. Dissenters and High 
Courchmen, by the sacred purposes for waich 
they used them, served to add to their semi- 
holy character, and it was with a peculiarly an- 
cestral and paternal pride that the father drank 
bumpers to his friends from the bow! that his 
athers and children had been christeued 
n. 

Even the medical profession were not slow in 
paying their addresses to this new Bacchanalian 
beverage. They do not now recommend bitters 
and tonics, invigorators and matutinal draughts, 
with any more of zeal than did. their Hypocra- 
tean protot centuries ago praise the virtues 
of punch. Dr. Suort, a physician of repute and 
learning, wrote, in 1750, that punch is an ad- 
mirabie liq vor,—the best liquor iu the world,— 
the universe cannot afford a better liquor for 
students. 

To make a good punch was esteemed an ac- 
complishment, so much so that not only indi- 
viduals obtained renown for their peculiar re- 
ceiots, but even towns and cities contended 
with each other as to where the best was made. 
Glasgow long enjoyed pre-eminence lor the ex- 
cellence of its punches. Denizens of other 
burgs could not vie with the artistic manipula- 
tions nor the potency of the ingredients of the 
punch concoctions of that town. 

Punch-bowls, too, that formerly were handed 
from father to son, treasured as relics, and re- 
vered as heirlooms, carved witb historic scenes 
or decorated with vine-inspired paintings. are 
among the things of the past. In the last 
century a punch-bowl was esteemed a suit- 
able presént from a banker to his trusty 
clerk, a ship-owner to his successful sea Cap- 
tain. Tavern signs lured to the attractions 
within according to the quamtness of their de- 
sign or originality of their execution, and the 
punch-pow] always appeared as a central figure.

I may further, without loss, condense into three, 
naifely: (I.) A perception of the difference 
between right and wrong. () A sense of selt- 
approval or disapproval im choosing the right or 
the wrong. (G.) A sense of responsibility for 
that choice. That is all there is of the six, or 
the thirteen propositions. But even the Cookian 
definitions reduced to their lowest terms are not 
a definition, in the exact sense of the word. 
They are the phenomena of conscience, not the 
noumenon, the thing itself. And, so far as J 
know, all existing attempts to define conscience 
partake more of the nature of a treatise than of 
an axiom. This lack of accuracy and verspicuity 
is probably chargeable with much of the 
confusion and mysticism of moral and 
metaphysical -philosophy. The mathematician 
tells us that a straight line is the shortest dis- 
tance between two points. In seeking to reach 
something as definite as this, Mr. Cook says he 
spent nine days of what we maycall mathe- 
matico-metavbysical study, with the result above 
given. Poets are said to be the truest philoso- 
phers, arriving at great truths by intuitive pro- 
cesses. Mr. Tyndall says that Matthew Arnold's 
„That not of ourselves which makes for right- 
eousness,” is the poetry of science. But the 
poetry of science is the commonplace matter of 
tact of moral philosophy; and Mr. Arnold, in 
conceding the existence of such a force, has 
conceded the essential fact of Theism, which is 
the foundation-stone of moral philosophy. By 
processes, and in a ficld the furthest removed 
from systematic theology, he has identified a 
force which is the ultimate of theology, as it is 
the ultimate of science. He describes in a 
phrase what theology puts in three letters,— 
God. And to Calvinistic theology at 
least, the idea of the absolute 
and universal reign of _ irrevocable 


law is not alien. These laws are defined as de- 
cress, aterm woich carries with it the idea of 
resistiess power, and upou whicod, therefore, sci- 
ence and Calymism are at peace. Assuming, 
therefore, the existence of a universal govern- 
meat of law, I identify conscience as out- 
come ot one of the clauses of the universal con- 
stitution and define it to be The effect of the law 
of rightevusnes.. upon the human organism. Or, to 
use Matthew Arnold’s descriptive phrase, The 
force, not of ourselves, which makes for right- 
eousuess acting upon ourselves. 

There is a generalization so iar outside of the 
old metaphysical labyrinth as to cover a great 
mass of moral phenomena which the metaphy- 
sicians and moral philosophers have hitherto 
refused to recognize. It aiso cuts us loose from 
any necessity of seeking wo Verify, on the ove 
side, Kant’s supposed demonstra that con- 
science is intuitive and infallible, or, on the 
otaer, John Foster’s supposed demonstration 
tliat conscience is nothing more than a “ bundle 
of habits.” 

The breaith of this generalization will be 
perceived when we remember that the law of 
righteousness is manifested not oniy iu numan 
consciousness and conduct, but in the ongoin 
oi tae universe, and of every form of life an 
activity in it; that it is as re ly manifest in the 
vegetable and iu the animal kindgdoms below 
man as in man himself. For no theory yet ad- 
duced, or possible to be adduced, will account 
for so much as the delicate pencilings of a flow- 
er, without recognizing a morai force behind it. 
If the flower were a rude splotch of red or vel- 
low, it would attract the inset as well as it does 
now with all its exquisite tracery and shading, 
unless, indeed, we recognize an esthetic faculty 
in the bees, which would only be admittin 
another manifestation of the universal law 
righteousness. 

some one may say that he sees no sort of re- 
lation between the physical beauty of the flower 
aud moral beauty ia man. But there is a point 
of identity,—a factor common to each. Up to 
the limits of the necessities of the flower for the 
performance of its functions there is no resem- 
blance between its beauty and the beauty of 
such a virtue, for instance, as charity. But so 
soon as superfluous beauty and sweetness are 
reached (those beyond the necessities of the 
plant itself—and this superfluity no one will 
deny), then benevolence appears. There is, then, a 
law in the plant’s life which makes for benevo- 
lence. A simple pro ess of logic will identify 
the common factor. If we could imagine the 
plant as endowed with consciousness and will, 
we should not hesitate to recognize the exist- 
ence of conscience in the plant. And if we 
could imagine the righteous man as strip of 
consciousness and will, we should classify his 
benevolence with that of the plant. The reason 
why the ylant is not a responsible moral agent 
is bevause it is not endowed with the necessary 
consciousness and will. 

The reader, not frightened bv any spectre of 
pantheism or materialism will respond. True, 
but it is not the plants, but God's benevolence, } 
that is thus manifested in the plant.“ And to 
him I reply. True also, O friend, and equally 
true that it is not man’s, but God’s, benevolence 
that is thus manilested in man,” There is a 
mighty difference in degree and a wide contrast 
in manitestation, but the controlling force of 
righteousness in each is the same. here is 80 
much parsimony in nature that the same results 
are everywhere provided for by the same laws. 

If conscience is, then, the sum of the phe- 
nomena 8 from the influence of a un- 

teousness upon the human or- 
ganism, we have also the key to the morai qual- 
ities evinced by the animals below man,—the 
social *‘ instincts,”’ as we call t em, of bees and 
beavers, the instances of individual compassion, 
magnanimity, and mutual helpfulness among 
them, the gratitude and affection of the dog and 
the elepnaut toward man, and the thousand vo- 
litions of tue lower animals which appear to bave 
their origin in a moral nature. Hitherto it 
has been the habit of morai and metapuysical 
philosophers to whore or to deny the exist- 
ence of any trace of morality among them, but 
it can be done no longer. No man can irame 
a detinition of morals or morality that shali ex- 
clude a vast variety of mora! phenome na among 
the animals below man. 

These phenomena have made an impression 
so strong upon minds familiar with the habits 
and actious of domestic and other animals that 
the question has often recurred — they 


may not be immortal. The Ettri-k\8hepherd’s 
loving sympathy with his quadruped uds led 
him to exclaim: “1 canna but believe that 
dowgs hae souls.“ The Rev. J. G. W de- 
vout and learned English naturalist, 8 this 
view, and seeks to vindicate it in a volume illus- 
trated with more than 300 incidents in animal 
life. The fault in his logic. as it appears to 
me, is that he fails to perceive that immor- 
tality is not due to the persistent vitality 
of the soul itself, but to the persistence 
of the author of the soul’s existence in sustain- 
ing it. The philosophical evidences of the im- 
mortality of the human soul bear almost as 
strongly against the immortality of the lower 
— as they do in favor of the immortality 
of man. 

It would extend this paper beyond proper 
limits to cite, specifically, the evidences of a 
moral nature in the lower animals. Suflice itjto 
say tnat the indications of a sense of guilt and 
shame, of f[urbearanceand magnanimity, of gen- 
erosity to each other and to man, of justice and 
integrity in their own conduct, and in judging 
ol the conduct of others; their long remem- 
brance of and dispusition to avenge ill-treat- 
ment which they have received, or to reward 
kindness by confidence. affection, and service; 
their erief over the loss ot human friends, so 
poignantin some instances as to result in death; 
their wailings and tears over the death of their 


n sec a him- 
sell-famishing, carry food, undistur to the 
relief of his master, or die bravely in that mas- 
ter’s defense, how shall we escape tne convic- 
tion that noble morai qualities are present before 
us in the phenomenon? . There are well-authen- 
ticated instances of despair and remor-e among 
them, tragically ending in suicide. All t 
things poiut toa moral nature so conclusively 
that, as I have said, no deùnition can be framed 
to in lude the moral nature of man and exciude

.—18 f not only that all these are 
hand oi one only Creator, but that that Creator 
is the source of all rigateousness, and is him- 
sell intinitely good, just, and benevolent.

THAT PETRIFIED MAN. 


Prof. J. k. Todd, of Tabor College, Examines 
It Critically and Pronounces It a Fraud. 
To the Ecitor of the Councul Bluffs Nonpariet. 

TaBor CoLuecE, Oct. 18.—It was the privilege 
of the writer to see and examine quite carefully 
the famous “petrified man” from Colorado 
while he was on exhibition in your city. 

As some of your readers may have some 
curiosity to know how it appeared to one some- 
what familiar with petrifactions,“ the follow- 
ing is offered: The “prehistoric”? man may 
have been correctly represented, but be was 
most certainly not petrified. This was quite evi- 
dent, almost at a glance, from its full-fleshed 
form. No parts were shrunken; there was no 
collapsing of the abdomen or sinking of the 
eyes. These points could not be explained by 
any thick incrustation supporting the suriace. 
The apparent incrustation covering it was only 
an appearance, else it would have cleared off 
at some point, or it would have shown itself 
when parts were broken off. But many other 
points may be mentioned, any one of which is 
sufficient to prove the statement above. The 
body is composed of a dark-colored fossiliferous 
limestune. This is shown by fragments from 
the iuterior, kindly shown by the exhibitor, as 
well as by traces u the surface. One of the 
iragments show a portion of apparently a 
conchitcr shell, containing crystals of caicile. 
Such a cluster of crystals, probably due to the 
presence of another shell, produces in the right 
forearm a flaw in the stone, which, from its 
shape, sug.ests the direction of petrifaction. 
Looking further, with such an idea in mind, 
five seams are found nearly parallel wich one 
another; cue through the neck aod shoulder, 
two across the body and left arm above the 
elbow, another across. the hips, and the firth 
across the legs below the knees. These seams 
area demonstration of the stratified character 
of the stone. A petrifaction might break, but 
not thus in places parallel to one another and 
cutting rigbt through parts, whether 
connected or not. 

Another very conclusive point isthe fact that 
wherever separate members lie one upon an- 
otner, the angle between surfaces is not 
acute in a single instance, but invariably the 
arms are bound tothe body where they rest 
upon it, and the legs are bound ether where 
they touch by a mass of stone. In fact, there 
are no acute angles in the surface, no furrows, 
exvept such as might have been ma le by a blut 
instrument about an inch wide at the po.nt. 
Tue pits upon the suriace were clearly formed 
by a similar instrument, the direction of the 
blow in many cases wy Sey shown.

ancient. Can it be a work of some prebisturic 
artist? It is clear that it is cut to represent a 
reclining It could not have been sup- 
ported in an upright position. The general 
symmetry of parts seems to have been care- 
fully studied and pretty patiently worked out. 
The left forearm, however, is about an inch 
longer than tae right. The fingers are ap 
entiy disproportionate in length to one another. 
In forming the second finger of the right hand 
the artist apparently accidentally broke it off 
equal in length to the third, then tried to imi- 
tate a bent joint and got it too near the end. 
The rough surface was used apparently to ex- 
case anv attempt at nicetv of detail. 

The position of the left leg seems to have 
been chosen to more easily exhibit the caudal 
appendage. The general form is clearly intend- 
ed to represent that of an Indian. he feet, 
however, have the Simian character of a short- 
ened and latterally-placed great toe, which, in 
connection with the chin, is 


ng neck and short 
simply monstrous. 


Huxklev or any other intelligent comparative 


anatomist would at once pronounce the combi- 
nation of such characteristie absurd and 
wholly inconsistent with the harmonies of na- 
ture. It could not, therefore. have been made 
to represent any form that ever had life. And 
it embodies ideas wholly foreign to any that 
have been found in American antiquities; it is 
difficult to believe it the work of any ancient 
hand, while, on the contrary, the Simian ject 
and tail very strangely point to the only re- 
maining conclusion, that it is the work of a 
recent workman who has just enough 
of evolutionary views to misinterpret or carica- 
ture them. This Pueblo “petrifaction” can 
only merit the title; therefore, because it is 
made out of stone—not made into stone. It 
is a worthy successor of the Cardiff giant, 
May its glory be brief and the planners of 
the fraud meet their deserts. J. K. Topp.
